HOW ACCIDENT OCCURRED. 


As Mike Sassgen Thought, 
His Brother 


was Blasting Rock When He w£S 


Blown to Pieces. 


The following is the account taken 
from 
the Journal-Press 
regarding 
the accidental death of George, a 
brother of Mike Sassgen of this city 
near Cold Springs: 
‘ George, the twenty-one-year-old 
son of Thomas Sassgen, a farmer liv­ 
ing in Rockville town, some three or 
four miles from Cold Springs, met a 
horrible death yesterday afternoon 
while blasting rock in a field.
